REPORT 


puperintending School Committee 


FOR THE YEAR 1875-6. 


Respecrrutty Soupmirrep to THE CrrizENs or WAKE- 
FIELD: 


We are on the transit of the ages, and, during our 
brief course, we can make only a few jottings by the 
way; but the space over which we are now passing, 
brings us in view of objects that seem to demand some 
special notice. 

It is the Centennial year of our nation. We are ap- 
proaching the season when there will be exhibited, in 
a grand panoramic display, a representation of what 
has been accomplished during a century of years. For 
such an exhibition, and the International Exhibition to 
be connected with it, splendid temples, and art gal- 
leries, and storehouses, and workshops, have been 
erected, requiring an area of almost incredible extent, 
in a renowned park near the city of Philadelphia. Ac- 
tive agencies are now employed in filling every allotted 
space with the best specimens of progress that can be 
gathered from the resources of the nation. In their 
researches, they have resurveyed the old battle-fields 
where such victories were achieved for liberty; they 
have renovated monumental trophies, and rescued from 

oblivion what ought to be perpetuated to nope 
generations. 
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But why this costly display? Why this review of 
renowned achievements and wonderfulinventions? Is 
it to enhance a nation’s pride? There will be too much 
of that; but there will be noble purposes accomplished 
by it. It must have a moral influence on all the na- 
tions that have a share in it, and that will enable them 
to make some better estimate of what constitutes the 
glory of anation. It will tend to greater harmony in 
efforts to prevent the calamities of war, and break the 
bonds of oppression. It will strengthen the ties of a 
common humanity. It will awaken a deeper interest 
in all the great enterprises that are promoted by mod- 
ern iniprovements, and that are now regarded with so 
much interest throughout the nations. 

It cannot fail to infuse new life into all the great in- 
terests of our own nation. It will rekindle the fires 
on all the altars of patriotism and religion. It will 
nerve the untiring energies by which the cause of edu- 
ucation nas been so successfully promoted. There - 
will be an educational department in the exhibition, in 
which it will be seen that the venerated founders of 
our nation made a right estimate of education. The 
institutions, the churches and colleges, and schools, 
they established, which have been multiplied through- 
out New England, and have extended to the remetest 
parts of the nation, constitute the best memorialof 
‘their wisdom and of the progress of the nation. There 
will be furnished for this department specimens of va- 
rious improvements for the accommodation of schools, 
and inventions by which the principles of science can 
be illustrated, and the best methods of teaching may 
be acquired. There will, too, be found here a collec- 
tion of the scientific, and literary, and religious pro- 
ductions of the wise and good of past generations, 
together with those of living authors and educators. 
The treasures contained in such a collection, like the 
richest ore of the mine, that is concealed from the un- 
practiced eye, may not attract the admiring gaze which 
will be accorded to other departments ; but in no other 
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can be found resources that have been so effective in 
promoting the security and advancement of the na- 
tion. In no other are the objects to be seen so worthy 
of admiration. Let the nations bring their glory and 
honor to our Centennial, as they are represented by 
their choicest specimens of art, their splendors of 
wealth, their richest ornaments, their diamonds and 
crowns, till, in the surprising magnificence of the ex- 
hibition, there is furnished a scene of wonders which 
the Queen of Sheba,even could not behold; yet, there 
is no intrinsic worth in all this dazzling splendor that 
will bear comparison with the treasures that have geen 
accumulated in the interests of education. The ave- 
nues to all that gorgeous scenery will be crowded by 
multitudes of admirers for a little time, but soon will 
they lose their enchantment, and in remembrance ap- 
pear only like the pageantry of the passing hour.— 
Objects of beauty and sublimity are worthy to beseen 
and admired, but they are not to be compared with the 
treasures of wisdom. 

If those who are permitted to witness this won- 
derful exhibition may be accounted happy,—thrice 
happy are those who learn to make a right estimate of 
truth, and acquire that knowledge by which intelligent 
minds are enabled to look up above the stars of God, 
toward the brighter scenes to which they are destined. | 
The resources contained in the educational department 
are of the highest value to the nation. From these 
resources rulers and statesmen may obtain strength 
and armor. The churches, and colleges, and schools, 
constitute the agencies by which such riches are ac- 
quired. Some of them will receive a centennial offer- 
ing—a new endowment. They will all be regarded 
with increasing favor. They contain vital forces. With 
their efficient aid the nation will commence its second 
century with inspiring anticipations. 

A review of the operation of the schools of Wake- 
field during another year, will be given in brief.

This was the first school of a new teacher. Miss 
Shorey conducted the operations of the school and 
gave instruction with very good success. 

Fart Term—Length, 4 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 28; average attendance, 25; instances ‘of tar- 
pa 12; not absent during term, 14. Teacher, Mr. 

Remick ; wages per month, including board, 
$22.50 

Winter Term—Length, 17 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 25 ; average attendance, 17; instances of tar- 
diness, 143; of dismissal, 5. ‘Teacher, Mr. Josiah M. 
Remick ; wages per month, including board, $27.50. 

The Fall term was short. but has a good record.— 
There was evidence of good improvement. Mr. Rem. 
ick is a good teacher, and is not, we think, responsible 
for some interruptions to the prosperity of the winter 
term. Itis very much to be regretted that any ex- 
ternal agencies should mar the work of a good teacher ; 
but so it has sometimes been. There was evidence of 
progress at the close of the school that-was creditable 
to the teacher, and to the pupils, who had been con- 
stant in their attendance.

Summer Term—Leneth, 9 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 40; average attendance, 36; instances of tar- 
diness, 98; of dismissal, 62. Teacher, Miss Sarah C.

The average progress of this term was creditable. 

Fart Ternm—Length, 9 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 51; average attendance, 40; instances of tar- 
diness, —-.. Teacher, Miss Anna M, Taylor; wages per | 
month, $38.00. 
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Miss Taylor has taught two terms before in this dis- 
trict. She received the credit of good success. The 
general improvement during the term was good. 

Wryrer Term—Length, 10 weeks ; whole number of 
scholars, 41; average attendance, 31; instances of tar- 
diness, 262; of dismissal,7. Teacher. Mr. EK. P. Hods- 
don; wages per month, including board, $50.00. 

Mr. Hodsdon, we think, possesses good literary 
qualifications. The school made some advancement ; 
but in his methods of teaching and governing, there 
was some deficiency. We cannot accredit him with 
good success.

Fart anp Winter Term—Length, 11 weeks; whole 
number of scholars, 15; average attendance, 9; in- 
stances of tardiness, 4; of. dismissal, 0; not absent 
during the term, 4. Teacher, Miss Mary C. Ballard; 
wages per month, including board, $26 00. 

Miss Ballard was accredited with good success as the 
teacher of this school last year. She has conducted 
its uperations during both terms of another year, with 
increasing interest. The committee marked a few in- 
stances of unusual progress.

During the last two or three weeks the teacher's 
place was supplied by a sister, as substitute, by whom 
music was introduced. In that brief space an interest 
was awakened, and there was surprising progress.

We think, too, that when pupils are punished, 
as they and their parents may think, with a little un- 
due severity, it would be better to meet it with pa- 
tience, and with true magnanimity try to promote the 
best interests of the school.

He commenced the work 
with active interest, and performed it with very mani- 
fest good results. During the latter part of the term 
the school was increased, by the attendance of six 
scholars from the adjoining district, in Brookfield.— 
This gave an additional interest to the daily drill, and 
coe in the greater improvement of the whole 
school.

Teacher, Miss Susie 
Thompson; wages per month, including board, $21.00. 

Miss Thompson has taught five terms in this dis- 
trict. She secures the affection and respect of her 
pupils, and with untiring effort, seeks to promote their 
improvement. The average advancement of the school 
during both terms was commendable. 


The whole number of scholars onion with the 
schools during the year, 289; whole number of boys, 
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152; whole number of girls, 137. Whole amount of 
money appropriated to the schools, $2,310.27; the 
amount appropriated to each scholar, $7.99. 

The schools that make the greatest progress, are 
those which are directed and controlled in their opera- 
tions by live teachers, who have a mind to work be- 
cause they love their work. We have had some such 
teachers, who have performed their work with a degree 
of energy and enthusiasm, that will not fail to awaken 
some corresponding interest in youthful minds. All 
have not been alike successful; but in an estimate of 
the average results, we think there has been some es- 
sential advancement. 

We are not able to decide definitely whether this is 
the centennial year of the schools of Wakefield. We 
have no record of the first settlement of the town ex- 
tant. We think, from what little we can ascertain, that 
the present is very near the precise time. However 
that may be, we can furnish no splendid memorial of 
great achievements. We may not attempt even to give 
a detailed account of the toils and dangers of the first 
settlers, in their skirmishes with the Indians on the 
shores of Lovell’s pond; nor of the sacrifices and he- 
roism of those hardy pioneers, who came here into the 
primeyal forests to prepare a home for theraselves and 
their posterity; but we may give the assurance that 
this town, from its beginning, has had some hon- 
orable and generous-hearted citizens, who have taken an 
interest in the cause of education. 

At an early period the “‘Dow Academy” was estab- 
lished, and for several years was very useful in its op- 
erations. A nice building was erected, and teachers 
were provided by private munificence. At a later pe- 
riod ‘* Wakefield Academy ” was incorporated, and pro- 
vided with well finished rooms in the second story of 
the meeting house. For a course of years this academy 
was very useful to the inhabitants of the town and 
vicinity. Its operations were suspended when acade- 
mies became too numerous. Tbe town has furnished 
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sixteen graduates from colleges, including those who 
are now about completing their college course. The 
largest part of these graduates have entered the pro- 
fession of law. One has sustained the office of judge, 
and all have a record of some useful deeds and work 
performed in their respective stations. Twelve of this 
number have pursued their college course during the 
period in which the present Superintendent has shared 
some interest in the schools; and during the same pe- 
riod sixteen lady teachers have gone from our schools 
to other states, where they have been accredited for 
a useful service. A much larger number have been 
prepared for teachers at home, and in the vicinity,— 
Several in the town have become physicians, and five. 
or six have become ministers—two of whom were con- 
nected with theological seminaries in their preparatory 
course. The others entered the service in the short 
course. Our schools have conferred great blessings 
in past time, even when their means of support were 
very limited. They have an elevating influeice. They 
have furnished the agencies by which the interests of 
the town have been sustained and promoted. ; 

They are now provided with better support. How 
can they be made more efficient in their operations? 
First of all, let us “hold the fort,” in which we can 
can defend their right to the Bible. 

There is a bitter foe-to our system of education that 
has always been plotting mischief; that foe is Roman- 
ism. It has practiced its wicked devices in times past 
by deceivable arts. It has now assumed a bolder atti- 
tude and changed its mode of attuck. Let us not be 
deceived by this Jesuitical strategy. It is humiliating 
to know that some protestants who have professed to 
value the teachings of the bible, and that some clergy- 
men, too, with distinguished powers, have been influ- 
enced by plausible insinuations, and have furnished a 
sophistical argument in aid of their most arrogant de- 
mand. That demand is, that protestant funds shall be 
employed inthe support of their sectarian schools. 
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They have enjoyed toleration, but have become the 
most intolerant people living. They mean ruin; and 
on that ruin—ruie. I once heard a Catholic Bishop, 
then stationed in New England, testify against the bi- 
ble and against its being put into the hands of the com- 
mon people. The spirit of Romanism has not changed. 
It has always been an inveterate foe of the English bi- 
ble. It has burned such bibles in our own nation. In 
other lands it has committed them to the flames by 
thousands, and persecuted unto death those who claim- 
ed the right of reading them. We cannot yield our 
claim tothe bible. The schools havea right to it ; they 
cannot be made more prosperous without it. Let us 
hold fast this sword of the spirit, and with it resist 
every assault with an unyielding purpose. | 

There are other foes against which the schools need 
a defense. It is true that they have always had an en- 
lightening and a redeeming influence, by which moral 
evils have been held in check, but they have furnished no 
sure defense against their ruinous effects. All along 
through the past century intemperance,one of these evils, 
has been the means of wasting the resources of the 
schools and of multiplying the evils with which they are 
surrounded,and of blighting many of their brightest or- 
naments. There is cause for congratulation, that the 
year which brings us in view of such memorials of the 
past, is so auspicious to the cause of temperance. We 
have received notices of its wonderful progress, from 
different directions. There is, too, cause for thankful- 
ness, that in our own towns so many citizens have 
united in a respectful request, extended to those who 
have been engaged in the traffic of intoxicating drinks, 
and that it has been regarded with favor, and that 
traffic is now suspended. Let it cease from this time, 
and let it be manifest that they have made a right de- 
cision, involving a principle of duty,and we will honor 
them for that decision. Let it be maintained, and the 
prospect all around us will become brighter. The 
number of those who will be disposed to take passage 
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on “The Black Valley Railroad” will be greatly dimin- 
ished. Some of the worst temptations that have 
spread their snares in all the paths of youth will be re- 
moved. By this means, too, the evils that result from 
the use of narcotics, and of profanity will be dimin- 
ished. But while increasing vigilance is required in 
defending these sacred inclosures where youthful 
minds receive cultivation, the more direct means of 
their improvement need to be employed with greater 
earnestness, and with improved skill. Always the 
schools need good teaching. This one thing surpass- 
es in its-importancé all the other instrumentalities. I 
would ask for the schools many other things that would 
be desirable, and that would be useful, but a good 
teacher will surmount some difficulties, and make the 
scene look brighter, even when surrounded by various 
discouragements. We have had some such teachers, 
and always a review of their work has awakened some 
grateful emotions. I would have the school houses of 
the children, and their surroundings, made pleasant 
and cheery. I would not allow them to become dark 
and dingy, and bear the marks of decay and abuse. I 
would place in each one of them a standard Diction- 
ary, a Globe and Outline Maps, and all needed append- 
ages; but give earnest, live and faithful teachers, and 
the good work will be sustained on the ascending 
grade, even if they must still do without some of these 
improvements, as in time past. Such teachers will im- 
part oral instruction in the first lessons in geography 
and grammar, and other branches, and wake up an in- 
terest, and enliven the exercises of the school-room. 

Parents feel a deep and tender interest in the educa- 
tion of their children, and are sometimes ready to 
make sacrifices to promote it. Let me remind them 
that their visits in the schools have not been quite 
as frequent the past two years, as at some previous 
years. Teachers have noticed this, and have felt it, and 
reported it to the Committee. 

Never before was it more important that parents, 
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and all who ghare some responsibility in their support, 
should co-operate in efforts to promote their advance- 
ment. AsI resign the office of Superintendent, and 
its responsibilities are entrusted to the care of a suc- 
cessor, allow me to direct the attention, in brief,to con- 
siderations that are suggested by our present relations. 

We stand on the line which separates between the cen- 
turies, where we are admonished and encouraged by me- 
morials of the past. Let me say to the children and youth 
in the schools,our hopes for the future are centered in you. 
It is for you that the schools have become the object of 
such general and increasing interest. It has been an occa- 
sion of joy when I have noticed those, in different schools, 
who are pursuing their course with the manifest intention 
to be good scholars. Those active minds that are making 
such commendable effort in the pursuit of knowledge, are 
capable of high attainments. God has given you such 
minds, more precious than any treasure earth could give. 
He requires that they should be cultivated, and prepared 
to act their part in responsible relations. They ought to 
be matured with all kinds of useful knowledge, and forti- 
fied with all the principles of upright, honest integrity, 
combined with christian virtues. You all need to take 
good care to guard against the influence of moral evils.— 
To such minds their touch, even, has too often been like 
the dark cloud that you have seen blotting out the visions 
of the morning; or like the untimely frost, blighting the 
buds that were preparing to bloom. Some of you have 
taken the pledge of entire abstinence from some of these 
evils. Why should not alldo so? Let all do this, and 
stand on that pledge, and they shall be approved. It is 
wise and honorable. Your generation are now hastening 
to fill the places of those who will soon pass away, and to 
commence their active service in view of the scenes that 
will open before them, at the commencement of another 
century. 

Now is your season for preparation. Let it be well im- 
proved. Secure in your possession treasures of wisdom; 
and, O, let your youth, so full of hope, bright and joyous, 
and crowned with lovely virtues, be devoted to. the ser- 
vice of your Redeemer. 

Let me say to parents and citizens once more, you are 
held responsible in your relation to the schools. By your 
recollections of what they have accomplished in past time,

and by the hopes they inspire for the future, you are re- 
minded that duties will still be required in or der to make 
them yet more efficient in their operation. The genera- 
tions that are born to such a destiny, and that mast com- 
mence their warfare amid such scenes will need to be well 
armed to insure a victory. But we may be reminded here 
that there are so many disasters,so much fraud and decep- 
tion, and such recreancy to their trust among big officials 
in the government of the nation,that there is ‘little reliance 
on our cause; but, while we derive a lesson from such sad 
derelictions from duty, by which we see the necessity of 
the most cautious care in éstablishing principles of honest 
integrity, there.is no just ground for “discouragement. We 
may still taketbe e assurance that right will yet prevail. It 
is true, we think, that the combined forces of education 
and religion are now operating with unwonted power. 
The various literary and religious institutions were never 
before in a state of so great prosperity, and they were 
never accomplishing so much for the good of the nation. 
Let them be sustained everywhere; and with them let the 
schools and churches in our own town be sustained with 
increasing energy and generous liberality,as we trust they 
will be, and the self-denying and faithful actors, as they 
press upward in their course amid such scenes, will at 
length gain the summit from which they will catch the 
visions of a perfected work, in which ‘‘ The knowledge 
of the glory of the Lord will fill the earth.”
